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The City Council voted unanimously Tuesday night to pro¬ 
ceed with the new parking district despite protests from 34 
property owners who feel that their assessments are unfair. 

About 60 people crowded the Council chambers during the 
second half of the public hearing' on the district. Members of 
the audience, many of whom 
represented downtown busi¬ 
nesses, appeared about evenly 
split over the issue. 

At the earlier public hearing 
three weeks ago only property 
owners who opposed the dis¬ 
trict appeared. 

The parking lots are at the 
corner of Baldwin and Monte- 
cito, at Baldwin and Suffolk, 
and at Auburn behind the City 
Hall. Because of the legal de¬ 
tails remaining, the lots prob¬ 
ably won’t be ready for occu¬ 
pancy for a month or two. 

The motion to proceed with 
the district was made by Coun¬ 
cilman Lome Pratt and second¬ 
ed by Councilman Herbert Har¬ 
rison. Mr. Pratt, before making 
the motion, said: 

“I feel, as a shopper, that 
there is a definite parking 
problem in Sierra Madre. I can 
think of no better way to shut 
off .business than to abandon 
parking. 

“Isn’t it better to take some¬ 
thing that is a little unfair 
than to cut one’s nose off to 
spite three or four properties 
that aren’t being assessed? 

“I believe we should approve 
this district and immediately 
move on to the creation of a 
second district.” 

The Council also voted unan¬ 
imously to have the city pay to 
blacktop, light and make other 
improvements to the lots. The 
city had not been included in 
the assessment roll, a fact with 
which many of the protestants 
took issue.

means it probably will demand 
a much higher price than its 
book value, since control of the 
880 shares could possibly lead 
to a controlling interest in the 
bank, 

“There will be some changes 
in connection with the owner¬ 
ship of the bank,” Judge Prae¬ 
ger said, “but this won’t have 
the slightest effect on the 
bank’s stability. • 

“This bank is one of the 
soundest in the country. No¬ 
body's money is in the slightest 
danger. In addition, all depos¬ 
its up to $10,000 are insured 
by the Federal Government.” 

Several leading Southern Cal¬ 
ifornia banks are known to be 
interested in buying the stock. 
Also, a group of local business¬ 
men has been trying to raise 
enough money to purchase it. 

The local group, however, 
has not succeeded so far, and 
most observers doubt if it will. 

There are 2,000 shares out¬ 
standing in the bank. Controll¬ 
ing interest, therefore, would 
amount to 1,001 shares. It is 
believed that the institution 
which buys the 880 shares 
could manage to buy enough 
of the remaining stock to ob¬ 
tain control. 

Bank directors are Thomas 
W. Neale, A1 Morgan, David 
Allen, Rudolph Hartman, W. S. 
Hull and Judge Praeger. Mr. 
Neale recently was elected 
president to succeed Mr. Lewis. 
Mr. Morgan, Mr. Allen and Mr. 
Praeger are vice presidents. 


the district included Don Jack- 
son, owner of Don Jackson’s 
Clothing Store; Sidney L. West- 
fall, the Sierra Madre Hard¬ 
ware Co.; A1 E. Morgan, vice 
president of the Bank of Sierra 
Madre, and Dr. Mervin H. A. 
Peterson. 

Sam Perlof, owner of the 
Royal Drug Store, had signed 
his name to a petition protest¬ 
ing the district but changed his 
opinion during the hearing and 
supported -it. 

“I feel the assessment is un¬ 
fair,” said Mr. Perloff, “but I do 
not think it should be aban¬ 
doned. If it comes to a question 
of abandoning or paying, I’m in 
favor of paying.” 

Mr. Jackson said he is “100 
per cent in favor of the dis¬ 
trict.” 

“It will cost me 11.3 cents 
per day for my assessment 
over a 10-year period,” he said. 
"If we don’t put it in we’ll 
never get it again. We are los¬ 
ing customers because we don’t 
have enough parking. Little by 
little, the shopping areas 
around us are going to drain 
business from our city.” 

Mr. Westfall pointed out that 
although the Sierra Madre 
Hardware will pay the second 
largest assessment and is the 
maximum distance from the 
lots, “we feel we will still ben¬ 
efit from these lots.” 

Mr. Morgan said that al¬ 
though the bank has its own 
parking lot, “I am very much 
in favor of seeing this district 
continue.” 

"Communities are inclined to 
be short-sighted and see only 
the present,” said Dr. Peterson. 
“Even if there apparently are 
some inequities in this district, 
there will be many, many more 
if we abandon it and start an¬ 
other one later.” 

Among those who protested 
were Carl Scalzo, J. T. Hender¬ 
son, Dr. Nathan Jacobs, Leland 
Marsh and Muriel and Beatrice 
Mclvor. At the start of the hear¬ 
ing, City Clerk Marie Warfel 
read petitions from 34 property 
owners who objected to the as¬ 
sessments. 

Those opposed said their as¬ 
sessments are too high, the dis¬ 
trict is limited in scope and 
that it is discriminatory be¬ 
cause some business develop¬ 
ments are not included. 

Attorney Noren Eaton, a for- 
m e r councilman, represented 
several of the protestors. He 
argued that the Council was 
assuming the existence of sev¬ 
eral facts that are not in evi¬ 
dence. He listed these assump¬ 
tions as: 

1. Is there actually a park¬ 
ing problem? 

2. Are parking lots the an¬ 
swer to the problem? 

3. Are the assessments fair? 

4. Is not illegal overtime 
parking creating a great part 
of the problem here?

The Sierra Madre Planning 
Commission Thursday night 
conditionally approved a park¬ 
ing lot outlet on Esperanza for 
Carl Hansen, who operates Ford 
Sales and Service at 120 W. 
Sierra Madre Blvd. 

The approval is subject to 
the recommendations of City 
Administrator Lawrence C. Bev- 
ington and contained stipula¬ 
tions that a 5-foot block wall 
be erected leading out of the 
parking lot, that the outlet be 
paved, that entrances and exits 
be approved by the city engi¬ 
neer and that proper signs be 
erected. 

Also, the commission’s action 
stipulated that, should an al¬ 
leyway be established between 
Esperanza and Sierra Madre 
Blvd., the outlet must bo aban¬ 
doned. 

Vigorous protests to the pro¬ 
posed outlet were voiced at the 
meeting by residents on the 
south side of Esperanza, who 
cited the dangers and incon¬ 
veniences arising from addi¬ 
tional traffic on Esperanza. 

Previous requests for such an 
outlet had been denied, but it 
was pointed out that the new 
zoning ordinance R-3 permits 
such use of land abutting on 
commercial property.

The Sierra Madre School 
Board voted unanimously Tues¬ 
day night to move ahead with 
plans to repair a leaky section 
of roof on the Sierra Madre 
School. 

Schools Supt. Charles Skutt 
was directed to seek architec¬ 
tural advice and have specifi¬ 
cations drawn for the repair of 
the roof’s center section. 

The job, . it was estimated, 
would cost in the neighborhood 
of $3,000. 

The $10,000 now on the school 
district’s books also came in for 
discussion. Bertram Betts, as¬ 
sistant superintendent of schools 
in Los Angeles County in 
charge of finance, was invited 
as a special guest to advise on 
the use of this sum. 

Mr. Betts explained that the 
$10,000 was now on the books 
because of a recent ruling by 
the state involving the pay¬ 
ment of apportionment. On ad¬ 
vice by the county, the Sierra 
Madre School Board had con¬ 
tinued to carry the $10,000 on 
its books as a current liability 
for tuition owing on 7th and 
8th-grade Sierra Madre students 
in Pasadena. 

When the ruling from the 
state finally wiped the slate 
clean, the $10,000 was no long¬ 
er owed. 

Mr. Betts and members of the 
board stressed also that the 
$10,000 is far from an answer 
to this district’s problems. 

He said a rapidly-growing 
district such as this requires a 
carryover budget of more than 
10 per cent and that Sierra 
Madre, even with the $10,000, 
has only 5 per cent. 

Mr. Betts and members of the 
board also emphasized that the 
$10,000 could not be used to 
install or reinstate badly need¬ 
ed services on a continuing 
basis because the $10,000 is a 
cash “windfall” for this year 
only and will not accrue in en¬ 
suing years. 

For this reason, and because 
the Sierra Madre’s anticipated 
receipts for the year fell short 
by more than $10,000, the board 
took no official action on its 
expenditure, deciding to main¬ 
tain it as a reserve fund for 
emergencies. 

Board members also unani¬ 
mously expressed the hope that 
the district would be voted 
more funds in the tax elections 
Jan. 

Even if the increased rate is 
passed, it was explained, funds 
would not be available to rein¬ 
state all the services which 
were dropped—which included 
the school cafeteria, the school 
bus, and the music teacher. 

In addition, Mr. Skutt advised 
the board, new pupils are com¬ 
ing into the school at a rate 
which will require an extra 
$2,000 by mid-1956. 

The school board will meet 
next on Monday night at 8 
o’clock in the school.

C. J. Weiss, assistant vice president, made the announce¬ 
ment at a meeting of the board 
of directors of the Pasadena 
Chamber of Commerce. 

All records and equipment 
will bo moved from the present 
office to the new location over 
next weekend. 

In making the move from Los 
Angeles, Allstate will bring 350 
employes for the office into the 
area. A total of 746 persons 
will be employed in and out of 
the regional office with approx¬ 
imately 400 being located in 
the numerous neighborhood 
district offices and Sears store 
sales and service offices of the 
company. 

Operations in the new office 
will include all of Los Angeles, 
Riverside, Santa Barbara, Ven- 
turn, San Luis Obispo, Kern 
and San Bernardino Counties. 
The total annual payroll for 
this office will be $4,304,000. 

The new $1,000,000 modern 
garden-type building will in¬ 
clude 15,000 square feet of floor 
space, a parking lot to accom¬ 
modate 366 cars, an outside 
patio and inside lounge and a 
cafeteria for employes. The 
building is completely air-con¬ 
ditioned. 

Mr. Weiss told the Chamber 
of Commerce board the move is 
following the line of Allstate’s 
national policy of locating re¬ 
gional offices in suburban 
areas for the convenience of the 
employes and for more efficien¬ 
cy in giving service to the cus¬ 
tomers. 


A petition carrying 80 per cent of Hastings Ranch property 
owners’ signatures was presented to the Public Utility Commis¬ 
sion office in Los Angeles asking the commission to intervene 
in an effort to obtain better telephone service in the area. 

The complaint stated the California Water and Telephone 

Cc. has in the past and is now 
giving inadequate telephone 
service. At the time of a resi¬ 
dence fire three years ago there 
were transmission difficulties 
between the Ranch and Fire 
Department. 

The residents complained at 
that time the exchange itself 
did not answer when the emer¬ 
gency call was placed. 

City Manager Don C. Mac¬ 
millan told the Board of City 
Directors that California Water 
and Telephone Co. must relin¬ 
quish its rights to operate in 
the area before Pacific Tele¬ 
phone and Telegraph Co. can 
take over the service. 

City Director Clarence Win¬ 
der, a utilities consultant, fold 
the board the residents’ request 
probably would meet with op¬ 
position since the expansion 
activities of California Water 
and Telephone Co. in other 
parts of the state and in Wash¬ 
ington and Oregon might re¬ 
sult in the Public Utilities Com¬ 
mission finding the local re¬ 
quest is of lesser importance. 

However, Rev. Donald H. 
Ostrander of Trinity Presby¬ 
terian Church, which spear¬ 
headed the protest, said he had 
received a letter from the Pub¬ 
lic Utilities Commission’s 
Southern California office, in 
Los Angeles, advising that the 
protest had been sent to the 
Utility Customer Service Unit 
in the San Francisco office.

Mrs. Frazer Dougherty told | 
the meeting our public school |i 
children are not getting the bus |f 
service, cafeteria service and I 
teaching service given in | 
neighboring cities because the | 
school tax proposition failed to § 
carry at the previous election. ' 
We have had to let some good 
teachers go, discontinue needed 
services and even let leaks re¬ 
main In the roof of our older 
school for lack of funds, she 
said. 

Other speakers maintained 
that Eaton Wash is the ideal 
place to establish a new high 
school to serve Hastings Ranch, 
Sierra Madre and the East Pas¬ 
adena area north of Foothill, 
and said such a school can be 
built for millions of dollars less 
than can a college in any other 
convenient place, as some have 
proposed. 

The county, it was stated, has 
more than 500 acres of unim¬ 
proved land in Eaton Wash, so 
land needed for a high school 
can be taken and there still 
will be plenty left for the pro¬ 
posed Victory Park recreation 
area. 

The counter proposal is to 
turn the present Pasadena City 
College into a high school and 
build a new S15.000.000 City 
College in some other area. 

Adequate land for such a col¬ 
lege, it was argued at the meet¬ 
ing, would have to be con¬ 
demned at great expense, while 
the unimproved land in Eaton 
Wash would be comparatively 
cheap, besides being more con¬ 
venient to this area than any 
other location. 

The present City College, it 
was argued, is one of the best 
planned and best equipped in 
the nation, and it would be 
wasteful extravagance to build 
a new city college when a new 
high schqol, at a fraction of the 
expense, would accommodate 
so many of the younger stu¬ 
dents now attending City Col¬ 
lege that the latter would be 
adequate for many years to 
come.

Miss Foote, an Information Agency press and radio officer in 
Dusseldorf since 1953, said that 
the agency’s articles about 

workers' conditions in the searcher for the Department of 
United States are helping to State, from 1947 to 1949.

“More than 250 mimeographed also o fthe Pasadena Star-News 
Communist ‘house organs’ are staff, 
distributed illegally within fac¬ 
tories in North Rhine-Westpha¬ 
lia,” she reported. “They are 
designed to undermine the 
workers’ confidence in manage¬ 
ment and democracy. 

“For counteraction, the agen¬ 
cy’s post, in Dusseldorf found 
it best to contribute to the le¬ 
gitimate anti-Communist fac¬ 
tory publications of the indus¬ 
tries in this area, which is the 
economic heart of the entire 
country. Through placement of 
our articles, we tried to explain 
to the workers the nature and 
advantage of a free economic 
system in a democracy. 

“As a result of this activity, 
editors of the plant publica¬ 
tions supplied us with evidence 
of the favorable reactions of 
workers. In the case of one in- 
diihtrial plant, at least, democ¬ 
racy scored a particular victory 
when our articles helped influ¬ 
ence workers for the first time 
in the plant’s history to oust 
Communists from the labor 
councils and replace them with 
democratic personalities.” 

Miss Foote, whose job is to 
tell America’s story through the 
use of informational media and 
through personal contact with 
German leaders and youth and 
women’s groups, said that the 
agency’s Atoms-for-Peace ex¬ 
hibits and pamphlets dealing 
with American life are excep¬ 
tionally popular in Germany. 

Miss Foote, whose home is at 
807 Skyland Drive, Sierra Ma¬ 
dre, is a graduate of the Uni¬ 
versity of California, Berkeley, 
and Woodbury Business Col¬ 
lege, Los Angeles. 

She formerly was employed 
by the Union Oil Co. in Los 
Angeles and by the Shell Oil 
Co. in Wilmington, Calif. 

Before going to Dusseldorf, 

Miss Foote was a U.S. Informa¬ 
tion Agency assistant informa¬ 
tion officer in Ankara, Turkey, 
from 1951 to 1953, and served

Six Varieties of Hedges 
Are Grown in This Area 


The National Society of Arts and Letters, Pasadena chapter, 
held its Christmas party Saturday in the home of Mrs. M. C. 
Marburg, 1369 E. Foothill, Altadena. 

The program included entertainment by two Sierra Madre 
girls.

In planning and planting your California garden you can 
achieve the effect of neatness and line in design as well as 
privacy with the use of certain plants for hedges and screens. 
Outstanding for these tw»o roles, says the California Nurserymen, 
are the shrubs Boxwood, Privet, Eugenia, Holly, Pittosporum and 
Viburnum. 

The Boxwood is grown In a 
great many countries and its 
habit of growth differs greatly 
in each country. Boxwood can 
be used as a hedge tP edge 
walks, grown in tubs and con¬ 
tainers for indoor situations 
such as foyers and lobbies and 
for terraces, or allowed to 
ramble naturally along the 
base of stone walls. A moist, 
light soil is demanded by the 
Boxwood with, of course, regu¬ 
lar watering and occasional 
feeding, such as a top dressing 
of manure, sulphur or commer¬ 
cial fertilizer. 

The kinds of Boxwod most 
often grown in the West are 
the Japanese, English and the 
Korean. 

One of the best uses for two 
types of Privet shrub is the in¬ 
formal high screen. The Japa¬ 
nese and the Glossy are two 
Privet varieties often confused 
with each other. They grow to 
12 and 25 feet, respectively. Armstrong, 

However, the Japonicum may 
be clipped to a height of five 
feet as a formal hedge. The 
Japanese features leaves that 
are, strangely enough, glossier 
than the Glossy with bigger 
and denser flower clusters. 

Other Privets make fine 
hedges; all members of this 
family are not particular as to 
soil, heat or wind and will re¬ 
spond quickly to fertilizer and 
water. 

As a tall screen or narrow 
clipped hedge the Australian 
Bush Cherry serves very well. 

Its foliage is glossy green and 
rather bushy with small, edible 
rose-purple fruits. A dwarf 
form, the variety Armstrong, 
grows compact and dense and 
makes a good informal hedge. 

Eugenias need good drainage 
so that the necessary frequent 
watering does not cause water¬ 
logging. Plant in full sun or 
partial shade. Eugenias will 
probably not do well where 
temperatures fall below 22 or 
24 degrees. 

Hollies make fine shrubs and 
screens in a garden and yard. 

The Chinese Holly reaches 10 
feet, with slightly spiny leaves 
and big scarlet berries at 
Christmas time. The Burford 
variety of the Chinese also 
reaches the same height and is 
especially suited for Southern 
California climate situations. 

Give the Hollies a rich, 
slightly acid soil, well drained 
—in either sun or shade. How¬ 
ever, you’ll find that the growth 
of these shrubs is more com¬ 
pact and the berry crop heavier 
if the shrub is in the sun. 

Excellent high, dense screens 
are formed by the Pittosporums 
in their growth. Especially 
good for this use is the Queens¬ 
land which reaches 20 to 40 feet 
with large yellow berries and 
small white flowers amdist 
dark green, glossy leaves. The 
Japanese Pittosporum grows to 
15 feet; its foliage is leathery 
green and interspersed with 
white flowers of orange-blos¬ 
som fragrance and brownish 
fruit. 

There are more than 30 spe¬ 
cies and varieties of the Vi¬ 
burnum available to western 
gardeners. The variety Vibur¬ 
num tinus robustrum has 
coarse, rough foliage that will 
not mildew and the shrub itself 
does not require special care.
